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The ‘Best Is Yet to Come 


PEAKING before the annual convention of the American 
S Electric Railway Association in Cleveland the other 
day, W. H. Sawyer of the association made a peculiarly sig- 
nificant statement. 

“We have not taken full advantage of the bus, this 
new but most important transportation tool,” said Mr. 
Sawyer. “We have by no means fully co-ordinated the 
bus and electric car. But we are fully convinced that the 
bus is here to stay. We need it; we shall utilize it. 

“The day of the bus as a fad has gone. “Some of those 
now in operation are unnecessary. The bus cannot and must 
not compete in the same territory with the electric car, for 
that is uneconomical, inefficient and a waste of the car 
rider’s money.” 

Mr. Sawyer has called attention to a condition which 


has necessarily existed until the present time and which | 
embraces not only the bus and the electric car, but the rail-| 


way also. The coming of the motor bus as a major trans-| 
portation medium was a somewhat sudden development. It 
seemed as if bus lines suddenly sprang into being over night. 
The demand for bus transportation came from every section 
of the country and with bewildering rapidity. 

Necessarily mistakes were made and are stil] being 
made, Bus lines were established which were not actually 
needed. Bus lines were started in territory which could be 
more effectively served by other means of transportation 
and some of these are still in existence. 

By the same token, districts are still being served by 
electric cars and railway lines which could be much more 
efficiently handled by motor buses. Don’t let us forget this 
latter condition. 

The problem that remains is, as Mr. Sawyer says, to “co- 
ordinate” these three methods of transportation. This means 
to allocate to the railway the territory and the business that 
its peculiar character enables it to handle most efficiently ; to 
give to the electric car its proper share of the business, and 
to hand over to the bus the business which its mobile charac- | 
teristics enable it to handle to the best advantage. As a 
matter of fact, the basic conditions which exist in the various 
territories that need service will eventually determine which| 
is the most efficient type of service and simple economic 
pressure will drive the others out of the field. 

But.it is refreshing to find the electric car men 
frankly acknowledging their need of the motor bus and 
their intention of utilizing it in its proper sphere.

Buses Operated q 
By Railways 
Increase 


Cleveland, Oct. 6—Three hun- 
dred and sixty-seven electric rail- 
ways in the United States now op- 
erate 8550 motor coaches daily 
over 16,772 miles of route, an in- 
crease of twenty-nine companies, 
1,796 buses and 1,873 miles of 
route since October 1, 1926, ac- 
cording to reports submitted to 
the annual convention here of the 
American Electric Railways As- 
sociation. 

This is in striking contrast with 
the report for October 1, 1924, when 
only 138 companies were operating 
1.886 buses over 2,355 miles of route. 
In the three years bus operation has 
been increased more than four and 
one-half times. 

At the same time the reports 
| Showed that the rate of increase for 
the last twelve months has been 
slower than it has been for sev- 
eral years. In the Mast six months, 
the report said, twelve electric rail- 
ways have discontinued use. 2 
buses. 

With the standardization of the 
| use of motor coaches, the report said 
that continued gradual increase in 
|the number of buses in use and 
| mileage operated might be expected. 
Of the 367 companies operating 
|} buses 158 furnish city service, 71 
give interurban service and 70 give 
both type of service. The greater 
|part of the route operation, how- 
ever, is in interurban service, 11,529 
| miles, while only 3,811 miles are in 
| city service. Out of 7,117 miles of bus 
| routes classified, 1,555 miles are op- 
erated as feeder lines, 2,996 as co-= 
| ordinated lines and 2,596 as auxe- 
liliary lines. 

Increase in the use of doubles 
| decker buses also was reported.
